Brethren,  I  heard  abundance  said  about  two 
seed  doctrine,  and  I  hope  it  won't  niake  you 
mad,  for  me  to  tell  you  what  I  think  about  it. 
God  says  to  the  serpent,  "I  will  put  enmity 
I  between  ihee  and  the  woman,  between  thy 
seed  and  her  seed."  There  Brethren  is  a 
mistery,  and  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  fall 
out  about  it.  Let  every  man  that  writes  or 
preaches,  give  his  views  on  any  part  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  leave  the  people  to  judge 
for  themselves.  My  thinking  a  thing  to  be  so, 
don't  make  it  so,  unless  God  has  appointed  it 
so,  and  if  the  devil  is  eternal  as  some  have  it, 
the  devil  has  appointed  the  one  seed,  and 
God  the  other  ;  and  of  course  if  there  is  two 
eternals,  the  one  must  be  as  independent  as 
the  other,  for  eternal  is  eternal,  and  no  man 
can  make  any  thing  else  of  it.

Dear  Editor  : 

I  chiim  this  as  an  opportunity  of  addressing 
you  with  a  few  lines,  hoping  when  this 
comes  to  hand  that  you  and  family  may  be 
in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health.  Myself  and 
family  are  in  good  health  at  this  time.  Mr. 
Temple,  I  also  hope  that  you  have  met  with 
encouragement  enough,  to  undertake  the  13lh 
Vol.  I  have  thought  some  times  of  having 
my  pnper  discontinued,  but  under  the  con- 
sideration of  there  being  very  little  preaching 
in  this  section,  ([allude  to  that  that  is  worth 
calling  preaching,)  there  are  lectures  and 
missionary  debates  every  Sunday, people  tell 
me  they  make  a  great  fuss  but  not  loud  enough 
to  reach  my  ear,  for  I  never  go  amongst 
them.  I  am  much  like  old  Mr.  Tillery  about 
that.  "I  dislike  the  principle  so  much  that  I 
almost  despise  the  name."  I  am  much  pleas- 
ed with  the  step  the  old  School  Baptist  are 
taking  in  preparing  there  memorials,  for  if  it 
does  no  other  good,  it  will  show  that  there 
is  an  opposition  to  priestcraft,  which  if  I 
know  myself,  I  am  in  full  opposition  to  all 
its  train  and  ever  shall  so  remain  so  long  as 
I  live  under  the  disdainful  consideration  of 
the  chaplaincy  system, and  other  incorperated 
bodies.

perishing  creature,  having  no  hope,  and 
without  God  in  this  world.  Well,  now  in  this 
condition  the  God  of  heaven  speaks  that 
small  still  voice,  "arise  take  up  thy  bed  and 
walk."  In  short  have  is  a  creature  that 
has  been  taught  the  watchword;  that  is, 
he  can  tell  all  the  internal  workings  of  the 
spirit  in  the  heart,  how  he  has  been  brought 
from  nature  to  grace,  or  where  he  once 
was  blind,  he  now  sees,  (every  spirit  begets 
its  likeness,)  so  the  creature  thus  brought 
is  calculated  then  to  give  God  all  the  praise, 
and  he  receive  the  benefit.

On  the  page  181,  Brethren,  and 
Friends  to  the  continuance  of  our  happy  U- 
nion  of  States,  your  attention  is  solicited  to 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Lexing- 
ton Primiiive  Baptist  Association  of  ^outli 
Carolina. 

It  will  be  almost  a  repetition  in  me  to 
state  the  object  of  the  Brethren  in  bring- 
ing forward  the  report  above  mentioned, 
farther  than  is  expressed  in  the  report,  as 
I  have  alluded  to  it  in  a  former  number  ot 
the  Primitive  Baptist,  I  will  say  to  the 
brethren  and  friends,  I  have  net  seen  any 
cause  why  I  should  rellnguish  the  observa-  | 
tions  I  made  on  that  subject,  and  expect  to 
cherish  the  strongest  confidence  and  the 
best  feelings  towards  the  Old  School  Bap- 
tists in  the  North,  until  I  be  convinced  that 
locality  has  assumed  the  preferance  to  the 
Bible — and  even  this  I  have  no  grounds  to 
believe  will  ever  be  the  case,  or  that  the 
ram  will  ever  be  found  pushing  with  the 
he-goat  of  the  North,  against  the  ram  in 
the  South,  tor  this  would  remind  us  of  a 
house  divided  against  itsself,  and  of  course 
could  not  stand,  which  would  be  a  contra- 
diction  to  the  language  of  Jesus,  who  said  : 
*«upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  Church, 
and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  a- 
gainst  it."  Thai's  trite.  Now,  can  I  sup- 
pose the  Abolition  qtieslion  will  exceed  the 
gates  of  hell?  No.  Can  I  believe  God 
hath  shut  up  the  understanding  of  his  child- 
ren in  the  North  ?  that  God  is  not  the  au- 
thor  of  confusion  but  of  peace,  as  in  all  the 
churches  ?

The  language  oftho  apostle  here  plain- 
ly goes  to  show  that  all  spiritual  bles- 
sings  bestowed  upon  the  saints,  are  in 
accordance  with  the  choice  that  God  made 
of  them  in  Christ,  before  the  foundation  of 
the  world, — predestinated  to  the  adoption 
or  choice  of  children.  The  apostle  says, 
If  children  then  heirs,  of  God  and  joint 
heirs  with  Christ.  Rom.  viii.  17.  The 
plain  amount  of  this  is  that  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  God  the  Father 
chose  Paul  and  the  saints  that  were  at 
Ephesus,  and  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus, 
that  they  should  be  holy  and  without  blame 
before  him  in  love,  having  previously 
irreversibly  decreed  them  to  the  adoption 
of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself 
And  Christ  says.  All  that  the  Father  hath 
is  mine.  If  men  are  chosen  to  be  heirs  of 
God,  are  they  not  chosen  to  heaven  and 
eternal  happiness  ?  But  as  I  understand  your 
Election  it  goes  to  say  that  Christ  has  chosen 


everything  apprrtaining  to  his  bride,  save 
her  person,  and  he  has  left  that  entirely  out  of 
his  choice,  and  has  referred  it  altogether  to  the 
choice  of  his  enemies.  The  Apostle  however 
says,  We  love  him  because  he  first  loved  us.  I 
John  iv.  19.  Also,  Eph.  iii.  17:  That  ye,  being 
rooted  and  grounded  in  love,"  &c.  Thus  the 
love  of  God  is  nr.anifested  in  saving  his  people 
from  their  sins,  by  creating  in  them  a  clean 
heart  and  renewing  in  them  a  right  mind, 
Frorn  this  holy  Fountain  originates  all  true 
love  to  God,  all  godly  sorrow  for  sin,  and 
all  true  faith:  these  are  fruits  of  the  Spirit. 
Gal.  V.  22.  This  is  the  good  tree  which 
and  which  only  brings  forth  good  fruit. 
Can  any  who  have  experienced  a  pardon 
of  sin,  had  their  feel  taken  from  the  horrible 
pit  and  miry  clay,  and  found  them  established 
upon  the  Rock  of  ages,  and  had  a  song  of 
praise  put  into  their  mouths,  and  enjoyed  a 
witness  that'  they  were  made  heirs  of  God, 
to  the  world  of  glory — say  that  God  did  not 
bestow  this  infinite  blessing  upon  them  out 
of  choice?    This  is  the  doctrine  of  election. 
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vhen  enjoy  such  hopes  as  above  descri- 
^v,d, '  1  have  to  say  that, 

"JesQs  has  loved  me,  I  cannot  tell  why," 
r.nd  again  with  the  poet, 

Why  was  I  made  to  hear  his  voice, 

And  enter  while  there's  room, 
While  thousands  make  a  wrttehed  choice, 

And  rather  starve  than  come! 
It  was  His  love  that  spread  the  feast. 

And  sweetly  forc'd  us  in  ; 
Else  we  had  still  refus'd  to  taste. 

And  perish'd  in  our  sin. 
And  you  know  there  was  a  certain  King 
who  made  a  marriage  feast  for  his  Son,  and 
sent  his  servants  at  supper  time  to  call  them 
that  were  bidden,  and  they  would  not  come; 
and  this  is  the  character  of  every  human 
heart  It  was  so  with  Saul  of  Tarsus.  You 
see  in  the  seventh  of  Acts  that  Stephen 
preached  with  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down 
from  heaven  :  and  Saul  was  one  of  that  as- 
sembly. Although  the  preacher  was  so  near 
heaven  that  he  saw  the  Saviour  sitting  on  the 
light  hand  of  God,  Saul  did  not  hear,  but 
kept  the  raiment  of  them  that  slew  him.  But 
when  the  tinie  came,  spoken  of  by  the  Savior, 
John  v.  25:  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you 
the  hour  is  coming  and  now  is,  when  the 
dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God, 


Election,  It  is  the  choice  of  God  to  make 
men  holy  and  save  them  through  the  cleans- 
ing operation  of  his  Spirit,  and  the  belief  of 
the  truth. 

As  an  objection  to  these  plain  and  precious 
truths,  on  which  depends  the  salvation  of 
lost  men,  the  question  is  often  asked.  Why 
has  not  God  bestowed  the  same  grace  on  all 
lost  men  ?  A  question  that  I  expect  never 
to  be  able  to  answer  in  better  words  than 
those  of  our  Saviour  when  he  said,  "I  thank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 
because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the 
wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them 
unto  babes  ;  even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemed 
good  io  thy  sight."  This  is  a  sufficient  reason, 
and  the  only  one  given  by  the  Saviour.  He 
who  makes  an  inquiry  beyond  the  language 
of  our  Saviour,  goes  beyond  the  limits  of 
truth,  and  must  of  necessity  fall  into  error, 
darkness  and  confusion.  I  believe  that  all 
holiness,  and  happiness  is  to  be  attributed  to 
the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  and  all  sin 
and  wretchedness  to  the  conduct  of  wicked 
men  and  devil?. 

On  page  25  you  have  quoted  Eph.  i.  and 
construed  it  as  but  a  proof  that  God  chose 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  be- 
lieving Jews  and  gentiles,  should  be  united 
in  church  order.     Thus  leaving  out  the  all
